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Jordan's Position 
With The West 


Political instability in the Middle East is focus­ 
ing new attention on the Hashemite Kingdom of 
Jordan, traditionally allied with Great Britain and 
Iraq. These two states; in turn, are allied with 
Pakistan, Turkey, and Iran in the Middle East 
Treaty Organization (METO) established in Novem­ 
ber under the so-called Baghdad Pact for mutual 
defense. 
Jordan on November 20 announced that it 
would remain outside the Baghdad treaty organiza­ 
tion for the time being. Britain promptly stepped 
up efforts to get Jordan to participate. But on 
December 19 the pro-Western premier, Hazzaa 
Majali, who had taken office only five days before 
on a policy of joining the pact, resigned in the face 
of widespread anti-pact rioting. 
Sentiment in Amman, the capital, is said to 
favor entry into METO. But the alliance is strongly 
opposed by the Jordanians on the west side of the 
Jordan River on the ground that it would take the 
people's attention away from the plight of the 
Palestinian (Arab) refugees in that part of Jordan. 
The new caretaker government is pledged to re­ 
frain from dealing with “ political questions” and 
from binding itself to “any treaties or obligations'* 
pending elections. 
Jordan is being pressured to stay out of METO 
by Egypt, Syria, and Saudi Arabia, who have offered 
financial aid to replace help from Britain until 
after the spring elections. The Baghdad Pact also 
is a major target of Soviet Russia. 
The Arab Legion, Jordan's principal military 
force, totals some 20.000 men organized into two 
divisions. It is generally agreed to be the most 
effective force among all Arab armies. British- 
trained and British-subsidized, the Legion has been 
commanded since 1939 by a British officer, LL 
Gen. John Bagot Glubb (Glubb Pasha ). 
The British control of the Arab Legion is a 
factor in the present unrest in Jordan. Arab offi- 
( 
re reported to have petitioned for the replace­ 
rs *u of Glubb by one of their own, and some of 
the officers who signed the petition either have 
resigned or have been dismissed. And some of the 
anti pact faction, with an eye to the forthcoming 
elections, are spreading the report that the Legion 
Is regularly voted at the polls en bloc to favor 
British policy.

Trinity River— Here a dam and 
tunnel were proposed to take water 
out of the Trinity, which flows into 
the Klamath River, and pipe* it lo 
the Keswick reservoir in order to 
relieve the frequently swollen Kla­ 
math River.
